REPORT FOR OCTOBER, 1926. 

The early part of the month was very, 
warm, but generally dull and oppressive. Oj 
the órd shade temperatures of 75° at Ban’ 
bridge and 71° at Cashel were recorded.

SOCIETY SCHEME.

Inquiries as to what the Government 
has done to assist farmers financially 
have brought out some interesting facts 
regarding the esteblishment of credit 
societies and the allocation of loans, 

With the effective co-operation of the Irish 
Agrigtitural Organisation Socisty and its 
officers, no fewer than twenty-six entirely new 
co«perative credit sdvieties have been estab- 
lished to meet the cunditions of the scheme 
erranged by the Department of Lands and 
Agriculture for the purpose of helping farmers 
whose lands had become depleted of stock 
through disease or flooding. In addition, 
eight existing societies have ween reorganised 
for the purposes of the schenie, 

i £75,000 THIS YEAR. 

This work has been carried on success- 
fully in the Counties of Kerry, Limerick, 
Leitrim, Cavan, Monaghan, Donegal, -Long- 
ford, Mayo and Sligo. The membership af 
the thirty-four societies, to which Government 
loans have been advanced for this purpose, ix 
ne vend 5, 

n this yes estimates the sum provided 
for is £75,000, Already the State i ad- 
vanced £62,000, ond £94.00 has been 
obtained from local depositors. The total 
capital of these particular societies, including 
previous deposits, therefore, amounts to 

,000, and this amount is weekly. being 
added to, a number of new societies being in 
course of formation, 

Ten societies have been formed in County 
Kerry alone, of which Tralee Society deserves 
special mention for its success in direct de- 
posits. These now amount to almost £5,000, 
with a membership of 300. A number of 
other societies have passed the 200 mark in 
certain counties, 

A PERMANENT EXISTENCE. 

It is regrettable. that, im view of the out- 
standing success of the scheme in certain 
areas, other counties equally in need of snch 
assistance should fail tv take advantage of 
the facilities afforded Possibly, however, 
wiser counsels yet will prevail. In sume 
cases the failure of a co-operative trading 
society in a district appears to have militated 
against the adoption of the credit society 
scheme, But, seeing that they are totally 
different things, it is difficult to see why this 
should be the case. 

Testimony hes been received that the pro- 
vision of funds to the smailer farmer for re- 
stocking purposes has meant the saving of 
fortes districts this season, One favourable 
feat the scheme is that, apart altogether 
from the special circumstances under which 
the advance is held from the Government, 
the organisation is such that, with effective 
working by a local committee, after the tem- 

rary State advances have been repaid. 
urther deposits will be attracted later, and 
eredit societies will have a rmanent 
existence, not by means of Stats funds, but 
entirely on the laudable co-operative prin- 
ciple. 

HOW THE SCHEME WORKS. 

Under the existing scheme the Government 
advance, free of interest, for a term of three 
years, £2 for every £1 gubscribed by a cr- 
operative credit society. If in exceptional 
cases it is deemed desirable to extend tho 
period for a further period of two vwenrs, in- 
terest at the rate of Á per cent. for the 
additional iod will be charged. 

Loans advanced by the societies to bor- 
rowers are usually at the rate of 5 per cent. 
per annum, repayable in twelve.-eighteen, or 


twenty-four months if the loan at the time of 


granting is made repeyahle by regular inatal- 
ments spread over the period, 

One important advantage which co-opera- 
tive credit societies have in dealing with this 
matte’ is their local knowledge of the 
character and requirements of borrowers. 
The operations of such societies ate usuaily 
restricted to a parish, and the fact that all 
the members are jointly and severally liable 
for the debts of the society tends to place its 
operations on & secure basis. 

LOANS, 

Outside the schemes of credit societies is 
the system of direct loans for the purchase of 
agricultural implements and live stock. These 
loans are made for sums ranging from £6 
upwards, The largest amount lent so far is 

, and the implements covered a range 
from ploughs to threshing machines, and in- 
clude all classes of harvesting machines, as 
well as tractors. The sum available for this 
purpose is £15,000 a year, and every penny 
of it has been absorbed, 

The arrangement is for the farmer to put 
up one-fourth of the amount required, and 
pF sw a loan of the balance. 

In the congested districts area, in order to 
encourage the spraying of potatoes, loans are 

iven for the purchase of spraying machines, 

the farmers paying a deposit of one-fifth, the 
balance to be repaid to the Government with- 
in two years. The number of these loans is 
from two to three thousand per annum. 
' In connection with the improvement of 
live stock, loans are given to + apt ap- 
plicants for the purchase of approved 
py stallions. In these cases the applicant pays 
one-third, and has five years to pay the 
balance, There were only seven or eight 
loans for this purpose. 


PURCHASE OF BULLS. 

Loans for the purchase of 250 bulls have 
been granted during the year, the arrange- 
ment being for the deposit of one-third of the 
price by the purchaser and the loan of two- 
thirds by the Department of Lands and Agri- 
culture. This scheme is specially applicable 
to farmers who intend to purchase premium 
bulls, and the amount advanced for the pur- 
pose is £10,000 a year. 

To make good the deficit in bulls caused by 
the rejection of animals under the Live Stoc 
Breeding Act, the Department last year in- 
stituted a scheme of loans to enable persons 
of small means to procure suitable vearling 
bulls to replace those not licensed. Here the 
number of loans made did not exceed 60. 
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PROBLEM OF DUBLIN’S 
MILK SUPPLY.

OFFICIAL GRADING 
ADVOCATED. 


The Committee set up to advise on the 
sufficiency of the existing provisions dealing 
with the purity and wholesomeness of the milk 
supply, and on the administrative or other 
measures required for the better attainment 
of those objects, held its second meeting yes- 
terday in Government Buildings, Upper 
Merrion street, Dublin. 

Evidence was tendered on behalf of the 
Dublin Corporation by Mr. O'Donovan, 
M.R.C.V.S., Assistant Veterinary Inspector, 
in regard to the number of milch cows 
examined and the number of cows in which 
disease of the udder was found; inspections, 
notices served, the prosecutions under the 
Dairies Order, cattle dealt with under the 
Bovine. Tuberculosis Order, the number of 
cattle slaughtered at the Abattoir, and those 
found on examination to be affected with 
tubrreuiosis. He recommended*the extension

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At yesterday's meeting of the Dublin 
County Committee of Agriculiare a letter 
was read from the Free State Department 
of Lands and Agriculture drawing atten- 
tion to the fresh pork trade with England, 
in view of the embargo on the import of 
fresh meat, including pork, from foreign 
countries. . 

The letter pointed out that the con- 
sumption of fresh pork in Great Britain 
during recent years had increased steadily. 
In Smithfield Market alone during 1925 
nearly one million cwts. of fresh pork Were 
sold, two-thirds of which were supplied by 
Holland. The London pork trade was a 
seasonable one—from September to April. 

The type of pig most suitable was one 
of good finish, from 60 to 110 Ibs. dead- 
weight, Irish pigs were suitable for this 
trade, and they would reach the required 
weight for the Smithfield Marke: at the 
age of 4 to 44 months. 

POSITION IN BRITAIN. 

The position in Great Britain was 
explained in the House of Commons yester- 
day by Colonel Guinness, Minister for 
Agriculture, He said that while it was 
impossible to guarantee that the embargo 
upon the importation of fresh meat from 
the Continent will remain in force for 
any specified period, he did not centem- 
plate any substantial modification or the 
withdrawal of the restrictions. 

Since the embargo was put on, the

worse, In France, Belgium, and Holland, 
whereas in May there were 7,086 out- 
breaks, in the last available figures—those 
for September—there were 38,548 out- 
breaks. . 2 

““Onr compgrative immunity ander the 
embargo is shown in the fact that in the 
last three weeks we have had but one 
outbreak,'’ he added. 

He stated that 191 outbreaks of foot- 
and-mouth disease had been confirmed in 
Great Britain since lst January last, and 
the estimated Amount of compensation 
paid had been £175,500. 


POINTS FOR PIG FEEDERS.

On its being pointed out that-the branch in 
the Macroom area had not been able to avail 
itsel{ of thgymoney voted to it from the special 
grant last year, as it considered that it would 
not be feasible to hold a spring show and sale 
there for the present, it was decided that the 
portion to which that branch was entitled 
should be offered in prizes at competitions to 
be arranged by the county branch on the 
occasion of the inspection of cows for regis- 
tration purposes in the spring.

Dr. id gn that at the present moment 
their Church was exposed to a tremendous 
danger in connection with mixed marriages. 
They were the Church of the minority, in the 
middle of a very strong; masterly body—the 
Roman Catholic Church. He would. like 
them to understand quite definitely that the 
Iman Catholic Church in England suffered 
as much and vomplained bitterly of the tre- 
mendous leakage which occurred from their 
Church to the Protestant Churches from the 
same cause, But, at the same time, if they 
suffered there, the Church of Ireland could 
not be satisfied to suffer here without making 
evory effort to stop the leakage where it 
affected them. He asked them to endeavour 
to stop and counter the leakage which, 
though not as bad as it might be, would, if it 
went on, be a serious one in the future. 

A SERIOUS POSITION, 

They were face to face in Ireland with a 
very serious position, created in 1908, when 
the Roman Catholic Church decided that’ 
Reman Catholics who were not married by a 
Roman Cathclic priest would not be reckoned 
as married by their Church. In a mixed 
matriage—-when a Protestant married a 
Roman Catholic- the marriage took place 
only on the condition that they should be 
married by a Roman Catholic priest. The 
Protestant, was expected to give an under- 
taking that every individual child of the 
marriage should he brought up as a Roman 
Catholic. It was immoral; it was traffic in 
human souls, and some people seemed quite 
peepared to sell the souls of the unborn 
children. They ought to impress on their 
people that that kind of bargain and agree- 
ment was utterly immoral. Anyone who 
engages in such squalid bargaining as that 
was a traitor to principle, a traitor to his 
convictions; if he were not, he was certainly 
a traitor to unborn children. It was not 
when the mau or woman, as the case might 
ht, was a free agent that this bargain is 
mede—it was when the couple became at- 
tractive to each other and were no longer 
free agents because they loved one another. 

He did not suggest to them that every 
Roman Catholic liked this law—some were 
bas to it. Probably some of them knew 
that that law was not obeyed by Roman 
Catholics, and more than a few Roman 
Catholics had actually changed their religion 
rather than ask a Protestant to put hands 
to such a squalid bargain; but at the same 
time some Protestants were prepared to make 
the terrible surrender. He hoped that. their 
people would recognise that the future of the 

hurch was bound up, in the most serious 
wey, with the next generation. _ Everyone 
who consented to such a bargain about 
unborn children weakened the position of the 
Church of Ireland, 

A UNITED PARISH, 

In the earlier portion of his address, Dr 
Gregg said that they were all aware that the

terest in the matter. Something like eighty 
years ago, when that church or its immediate 
predecessor was the chapel of an institution 
or schoo] there, the Rector of St. Thomas’s.

They looked to the day schools to do for the 
Church work that no one else could do. The 
teachers looked after the religious education, 
and the clergy looked to the teachers to be 
their great helpers. 

There were, the Archbishop continued, 
many other bodies seeking to draw the people 
away from the old Church of báid 
he asked them to stand by their own Church. 
They belonged to a Church which was not 


14 only an old Church, but was a Church which 


spoke to them with authority. It was a 
pure Church, and a living Church. The 
Church went back beyond the Reformation, 
ast the Anglo-Norman invasion, back to St. 
atrick’s time. Ancient Church buildings 
and sites, in which Christian people wor- 
shipped 1,500 years ago, belonged to them. 
These were their titles—here they hag lived 
all this time, and nobody could stand up and 
say: ‘' You are interlopers; show us your 
authority, Where do you come from ?”'' 
They would say: ‘‘Here we are, and here 
we stay.” 

Their ministers were not appointed by men, 
but by the authority ef Christ. That was the 
authority of the Ministry of the Church of 
Ireland—back through bishop after bishop, 
from St. Patrick up to the time of the 
Apostles, the succession of clergy went. That 
was one of the things that they ought to be 
thankful for and proud of. The Church 
passed through its reforms, and returned to 
the single standard of faith—the Bible, the 

ure word of God, That was the standard 

v which all their teaching was decided. 
Nothing was to be taught as necessary to 
salvation save what was proved by the Holy

DEMAND IN THE UNITED 
~ STATES. - 


NORTHERN ADVERTISING 
CAMPAIGN, 


—— 


In the Northern House of Commons yes: 
terday an interesting statement un the con: 
dition of the linen industry and. the prospect 
of an improvement in the American demand 
for Irish linens was made by Mr. J. Milne 
Barbour, Minister for Commerce. 

Mr. Devlin asked the Minister. whether his 
attention had been called to the datement 
that the improvement in the linen trade, 
which was hoped for at the beginning of the 
year, had not come; whether the | des 5 
in the United States were decidedly bad; 
and whether he could say if there were now 
any signs of an improvement in the industry, 
what were the methods adopted in ¢onnec- 
tion with the advensieiey campaign to which 
the Government contributed a large sum, 
end what efíect, if any, it had in Improving 
the trade. 


. PESSIMISM NOT WARRANTED. 

Mr. Barbour said that his attention had 
not been called specially to the statement in 
the first part of the question, He had 
noticed in certain American newspapers 
statements expressing an extremely unhopeful 
view of the prospects of the Irish linen trade 
in the United States market. There was 
nothing at present to warrant extreme 
pessimism of this kind. : : 

Recovery from the conditions of industrial 
and economic dislocation of the post-war 
years must of necessity be slow. There 
was no doubt that the textile industries had 
been passing through a period of extreme 
depression, but they were not unique in this, 
and the American textile industry had itself 
shared in these unfortunate conditions. The 
benefit of the gradual monetary stabilisation 
on the Continent of Europe should eventually 
make itself felt. The feeling in the Belfast 
linen industry, as he knew it, was one of 
hope, and, indeed, he might say one of con- 
fidence, that they had passed the trough of 
the depression. : 

With regard to the latter part of the ques- 
tion, the general arrangements for the 
publicity campaign in the United States 
were in the hands of a special committee in 
New York, which was composed of 
men. conversant with every phase of 
the linen trade. Many of them were 
the direct representatives of Ulster 
linen houses. Among the activities of this 
committee might be included the issue of 
monthly trade magazines to linen retailers 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
United States and the insertion of advertise- 
ments in specially selected publications. 
appealing not only to the trade but also to the 
individual consumer. There was a further 
cireulation. of booklets, window and counter 
cards, mats and special literature. Window 
displays were being organised, and publicity 
for linen was being secured in the co.umns oF 
newspapers and magazines. 

A portion of the Publicity Fund would be 
devoted to educational work in schools and 
colleges, women's clubs and art exhibitions. 
The launching of the publicity campaign took 

lace in the beginning of September Jast, and 
it was satisfactory to note that the reception 
accorded to that campaign was decidedly 
encouraging. Sin 

Despite the generally adverse conditions 
arising ot of the apres in the coal industry, 
there had been during the past two months a 
distinct improvement in the unemployment 
figures relating to the linen industry. 


ROAD ACCIDENTS. 

Replying to Mr. Beattie, the Minister for 
Home Afiairs (Sir Dawson Bates) stated that 
the total number of accidents caused in 
Northern Ireland during the last three years 
by public service vehicles was 673, and that 
51 of these proved: fatal. 

The Motor Vehicles (Traffic and Regulation) 
Bill was considered on the report stage. 

Mr. Beattie raised the necessity for some 
form of anti-splash device for heavy motor 
vehicles. He suggested that a prize should 
be offered for the Best device of this kind, and 
that the use of it should be made compulsory. 

Mr. Cooper asked if the clause dealing with 
the granting of licences only to those 
physically fit would prevent a man who was 
deaf and dumb and had driven a car for 
twenty years from getting a renewal of his 
licence. If a man had held a licence for a 
long period and was a skilled and careful 
driver he should get it renewed. 

Dr. Morrison thought something should be 
done to prevent contractors irom placing 
heaps of road metal in dangerous positions. 

Sir Dawson Bates said that the matter 
raised by Dr. Morrison would be dealt with 
in afeubsequent bill. It was difficult for him 
to state who should or should not get a 
licence on the grounds of physical disability. 
In every case the applicant himself would 
have to be his own judge, and make a statu- 
tory declaration. He might, of course, make 
such a declaration in good faith, and the 
police might afterwards come to the con- 
clusion that he was not capable of apie. 
to the safety of the public or himself, an 
bring the matter before the magistrates, who 
would determine the case. 

The bill was read a third time, 


HOLIDAY WITH PAY, 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) moved ‘‘ that, in the 
opinion of the House, it is desirable that 
every employé throughout Northern Ireland 
shall receive at least one week's holiday with 
pay in each year.’’ 

He said that the demand for a recognised 
annual holiday, during which wages would 
be paid, had been urged for many years by 
Labour organisations. 

The Minister for Labour moved an amend- 
ment to delete the words ‘‘ with pay.” He 
said that they all desired that their workers 
in Northern Ireland should have at least one 
week 's holidays, and he would go further and 
say that they would like to see,their workers 
getting a week's holiday with pay. It was 
difficult to prevent the impulses of~the heart 
from moving them in a direction which was 
not desirable in the public interest. They 
had to bé very careful, particularly in 
Northern Ireland, in gail! along the 
lines indicated in the motion, Eas they 
knew how depressed practically all their in. 
dustries were, and what a fierce battle they 
were waging to maintain their very 
existence. Large numbers of firms 
were paying no dividends on) their 
Ordinary shares. Many of them wée nod 
even paying dividends on their Preference 
shares, and others were not able to give 
any return Whatever even to their Debenture

They should surely hesitate before placing

Danish Politics. 


Denmark is in the throes of a political 
crisis. Recently the Socialist Government 
introduced legislation for the relief of un- 
employment, and now it has reiused to 
accept amendments which the Folkething, 
or Lower House, made in the committee 
stage of*the bill. The Prime Minister, 
M. Stauning, has decided to vacate his 
vftice, and has announced thaí the 
Folkething will be dissolved the ist 
December and that elections will be held 
on the following day.  M. Stauning’s 
Minist?y has been ‘in office since the elec- 
tions of 1924, and its lease of power has 
been somewhat precarious. The Socialists, 
with fifty-five members, were the stroagest 
party; but, with the support of 
twenty Radicals, the Government had a 
majority of only two in the House. A 
dispute over the rate of relief for unem- 
ployed persons shattered the Socialist- 
Radical collaboration, which has been a 
feature of Danish polities for the last 
twenty years. Danish Socialism is not of 
the “Red” type, and the country’s great 
industry of agriculture has not been 
injured by rash or predatory laws. Last 
year, indeed, during the strike at the 
M. Stauning drafted a bill to 
enforce the cessation of all tabour

It is a censor of 
morals, but not of taste; and for this 
reason, as we must presume, it releases 
dozens of pictures which offend good 
taste in a hundred ways—by vulgarity, 
by g@lliness, by crude perversions of 
history and by a gross “boosting” of the 
land of their origin. How is the educated 
public—and, as is yet more important, 
the half-educated public—to. be protected 
against this American “ offensive’? The 
only sure remedy, we believe, will be 
found in the rivalry of Empire-made 
pictures which, while respecting the taste 
and sentiment of the Empire’s. public, will 
equal the American pictures in the 
technical qualities of photography and 
staging. Two or three of such pigtures 
have been produced in the present year, 
and their success is a good omen. How 
grateful after the blare and hysterics of 
Hollywood are the restraint and taste, 
the simple pathos and humour, of

HEATED DISCUSSION OF 
AMENDMENTS. . 


Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

The House of Commons was quiet, almost 
tame, this afternoon. When the proceedings 
began the attendance was comparatively poor, 
and it was not until the close of the question 
hour that there was any appearance of life. 

Commander Eyres Monsell moved that writs 
should be issued for the vacant Seats, East 
Riding of Yorkshire and Chelmsford; but to 
the general surprise no application was made 
for a writ to fill the seat vacated by Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Kenworthy in Central 
Hull. 

The questions were somewhat dull, but were 
marked by a very straightforward and 
dignified statement on the part of the Home 
Secretary on the wearing of medals by 
soldiers’ relatives on Armistice Day. 

The Prime Minister read a list of measures 
which he hopes to pass during the short 
autumn sitting, and as he went on it seemed 
as though the list would stretch out to the 
crack of doom. It seemed impossible that the 
House could consider, much less pass, such an 
array of legislation as he forecast. 

ELECTRICITY SUPPLY. 

The House was faced with twenty-five pages 
of amendments on the report stage of the 
Electricity Supply Bill, and, if only a small 
proportion of them is discussed “in any detail, 
there would seem to be small prospect of the 
bill’s being sent up to the House of Lords by 
the end of the week. The Standing Com- 
mittee which considered the measure up- 
stairs oecupied twenty-one Parliamentary days 
in discussing its details, but it is probable 
that the Speaker, on report, will not permit 
anything hke this latitude, and that a con- 
siderable proportion of the amendments will 
be ruled out. 

The discussion to-night was largely of a 
technical character, and the talk was mostly 
confined to experts. It was quite apparent 
from the outset that the Government will 
resist strenuously any wrecking amendments. 
and that they are determined to carry the bill 
through without any alterations which would 
limit the general purposes for which the 
measure was designed. One new clause which 
was proposed by Mr, Looker gave power to 
local authorities to supply and sell electrical 
fittings. It was left for discussion to a full 
vote of the House and was carried without a 
division 

APPEAL FOR SYMPATHY. 

Mr, Dennis Herbert, who was one of the 
most uncompromising opponents of the bill 
in its present shape, appealed to the Attorney- 
General, who was in charge of the measure, 
fo meet their ~efforts to improve and 
strengthen it with more sympathy. 

The Attorney-General assured 
that he welcomed assistance from any 
quarter, however unlikely. This brought up 
Mr. Herbert. again, who said thaí the sneering 
remarks of Sir Douglas Hogg, so far as he was 
concerned,. had no more effect on him than 
water on a ditck’s hack. An interchange of 
pleasantries followed, and Sir Joseph Nall 
thought it incumbent upon him to come to the 
assistance of his friend, Mr. Dennis Herbert. 
He charged the Attorney-General with indulg. 
ing m unseemly ridicule on a serious subject, 
“Sir Douglas Hogg was surprised at the sen- 
sitiveness of the hon. member. He had never 
challenged the right of anvone to express his 
opinion, but, when that right was exercised. 
1 was surely proper thaí the fallacy of the 
arguments advanced should he exposed. 

All this arose on an amendment. moved by 
Mr. Dennis Herbert, laying down the prin- 
ciple that the primary duty of the new Board 
was to co-ordinate the supply of electricity, 
and that they should not themselves directly 
exercise their powers unless they were unable 
to enter into any arrangements with any of 
the authorised undertakers to supply electri- 
city In a reasonable way. aes 

Sir Joseph Nall asserted that there was 
really no difference between the Government’s 
proposals and the most extreme proposal for 
nationalisation put forward bv the Labour 
Party. The Attorney-General did not agree. 
The Government, he said, did not approve of 
nationalisation and nothing was further from 
their minds when they drafted the-bill. The 
real objection to the amendment was that it 
would deprive the Board of the power of 
supplying electricity, 

The amendment was negatived without a 
division. 

At eleven o'clock the further consideration 
of the bill was adjourned until to-morrow.

Some old friends have passed 
from this scene. Some have joined us for 
the first time, and, I believe, by now, 
they are feeling at home. (Cheers. ) 

‘The results of the deliberations of the 
Conference over which I have the honour 
to preside, will be published in due 
course. 

“It is not possible as yet to announce 
decisions. which have been come to or to 
anticipate decisions which will be made ; 
but I think I may say, with the assent of 
all my colleagues, that there: could never 
have been a Conference in which a better 
and more harmonious spirit has been 
manifest, and in which there has been a 
more genuine desire to solve many difficult 
problems, to bring unity in our councils, 
and to pave the way for further and more 
rapid progress in the future than we have 
been able to achieve hitherto. 


NOW AND TMREE YEARS AGO. 


“Now, involved as we all are in the 
daily work of conference and investigating: 
different problems as they arise, it is some- 
times difficult to realise that the world 
is making any headway at all, or that it 
is likely to be a better world for our 
efforts; but I think, if we survey the 
world to-day as it was only three years 
ago, when the last Conference took place, 
we shall find theré is some satisfaction to 
be obtained, at least in the field of foreign 
and Imperial politics. 

“When we met at this table thee yeah 
ago there was scarcely a State in Europe 
which was not faced by almest insoluble 
problems. One International Conference 
after another had met and tried to resolve 
the difficulties and the disputes which 
arose out of the peace settlement. 

“French and Belgian troops were in 
occupation of the Ruhr; Germany was 
threatened at once by economic ruin and 


political disintegration, and unrest was 


rife throughout the Fast and the Near 
East. It was one of the darkest moments 
since the war, and I remember pleading 
at that time in this place for Allied co- 
operation in a fresh effort to arrest the 
drift of Europe towards disaster, 


EUROPE'S RECOVERY. 

‘‘ Burdened though we were with debt and 
unemployment, neither our duty nor our 
destiny would allow us to stand aside from 
sharing in the attempt to reconstruct the 
shattered institutions of the Continent. 
Europe then was on the brink of financial 
disaster. Hungarian finance was going from 
bad to worse, and the little country of 
Greece was threatened by the invasion of a 
million destitute refugees from Asia Minor. 
To-night I ami able to describe foreign affairs 
as essentially more satisfactory than at any 
time since the end af the war. 

* The snag aman if Western gy hte ea 
Europe are rapidly recovering, ey are 
aid not ann from the war, but from 
its scarcely less shattering after-effects. 

“I use the word recovering, for the pro- 
cess is not yet complete. But it has started, 
and started in the right way, and that is 
what chiefly distinguishes November, 1926, 
from November, 1923, the time of the last 
Imperial Conference.

HAS REVEALED. 


WONDERS OF ART AND 
CRAFT. : 


From tHe Press Assoctation’s Special 
CORRESPONDENT. 


CAIRO, Tuesday. 
Dr. Reisner, the American Egyptologist, 
in a report issued to-day describing his 
work at the tomb of Queen Hetepheres, 
the mother of Cheops and wile of Senefru, 
first Sovereign of the fourth Dynasty, 
which was discovered in the Pyramids of 


have recorded’ and removed, one by one, 
thousands of small inlays and other 
objects lying im layers on the floor, and 
reconstructed the patterns of the inlaid 
panels as far as possible. The greater 
part of this work was done with a camel 
hair brush, and over 12,000 pages of notes 
have been made concerning them. I have 
now begun to remove the canopy on the 
alabaster sarcophagus, together with the 
inlaid panels bearing the name of King 
Senefru. The sarcophagus itself will 
probably be ready to open in December. 
“The identification of the tomb as that 
of Queen Hetepheres, the wife of Senefru 
and the mother of Cheops, is based on 
two inscriptions in gold hieroglyphics in- 
laid on the back of a carrying chair, All 
the inscriptions on this chair give the 
same text, and the name and titles are 
confirmed by three other inscriptions, one 
on a gold-cased box of anklets, another 
on a gold-cased wooden disc, and a third 
inlaid in faiénce on a wooden panel. 


THE QUEEN’S BURIAL. 


“The mud sealing shows that the Queen 
was buried during the reign of her son. 
Other details indicate that she died not 
long after Cheops came to the throne, and 
that her body was placed in ‘a-tomb beside 
the pyramid of her husband, Senefru, at 
Dashur. The original tomb at Dashur 
was broken into by thieves, and when the 
violation was discovered Cheops ordered 
the remains to be transferred in secret to 
a tomb outside the entrance to his 
pyramid temple at Ghiza. )

DRASTIC MOTION IN THE 


ITALIAN CHAMBER. 
ROME, Tuesday. 

The Chamber has adopted a motion put 
forward by Signor Turati, declaring that 
the deputies of the Aventine -Opposition 
and the Communists are expelled from. the 
Chamber. 

The numbe: of deputies deprived of 
their seats because of their political activi- 
ties is 128. They belong to the Com- 
munist, Socialist, Republican, Popular, 
and Democratic parties, and they form the 
so-called Aventine Oppesition. 

ROSES AND LAUREL WREATHS. 

When Signor Mussolini entered the Cham- 
ber he was greeted with loud applause, which 
lasted for several minutes, the deputies jump- 
ing to their feet and shouting, '“ Long live 
Mussolini.’ 

The President of the Chamber, Signor 
Casertano, said: “' At this moment speeches 
are not necessary. It is enough to wish long 
life to Signer Mussolini. I invite the Cham- 
ber to cry, ‘Long live Mussolini.’ ”’ 

All present rose to their feet and cordially 
acclaimed the Fascist leader. EA. 

Roses and laurel wreaths decorated Signor 
Mussolini’s place ón the Government bench. 

The Chamber adopted the Defence of State 
Act. providing for exceptional measures to 
deal with political offences by roll call, the 
voting being 341 for and 12 against.

The wooden parts are carved with 
the same pattern as that’on the gold 
casing. All the tenons and mortices are 
sheathed in copper, and look like those of a 
modern bed. The upright pieces at the 
corners :~e clasped together by a copper 
bar, with a slot and tie-pins, and attach- 
ments for curtains or doors formed by 
copper staples driven into the beams. 


GOLD-CASED FUNNITURE. 


“The other pieces of gold-cased furni- 
ture are five in number—namely, one large 
bed, a carrying chair, two arm-chairs, with 
papyrus flowers under the arms, and a 
head-rest. There are also several staves, 
jewel boxes, and some discs, the use of 
which is not known, also cased in gold. 

'“A well-preserved copper basin, with 
ewer, was found on the west side of the 
coffin, and also three gold cups, twenty- 
eight vessels of alabaster, and numerous 
pieces of pottery. Many of the forms of 
the pieces are old traditional types of the 
Third Dynasty, and some are of faems 
hitherto unrecorded. The vessels included 
the first certainly dated copies of form 
of the early Fourth Dynasty. 

‘The most impressive of the recently 
discovered objects were found in a gold- 
cased jewel-box bearing the name of the 
queen, consisting of twenty silver anklets, 
ten for each ankle, graduated to fit the 
swelling of the leg upwards. Each anklet 
is ornamented with four conventionalised 
dragon-flies, inlaid in malachite, lapis- 
lazuli, and cornelian, and separated by red 
cornelian discs.’’

SOME HINTS..TO USERS IN 
DUBLIN. 


Although further consignments of coal 
have arrived. ih Dublin, the high’ price 
has placed: it almost. beyond .the reach , of 
the poorer classes, who are compelled to 
depend upon turf and wood blocks for 
cooking and heating. 

The regular arrival of coal vessels. at 
the port, though the quantities they carry 
are still insufficient for the entire needs 
of the city, has made more secure, for 
the present at any rate, the position of 
the smaller factories and workshops. 

Two boats arrived yesterday—the s.s. 
Genthary, from Hamburg, with about 
3,000 tons of coal for Messrs. Tedcastle, 
McCormick and Co., Lid., and the s.s. 
Joh Shaw, also from Hamburg, with 
2,000 tons for Messrs. T, Heiton and Co., 
Ltd. Three or four other vesesls are ex- 
pected to arrive within the next few days. 


USE LESS ELECTRICITY. 

A circular letter has been sent out to 
all Dublin electricity consumers, pointing 
out that comparatively small attention has 
been paid to the request of Mr. Commis- 
sioner Hernon that users of electricity 
should make as little unnecessary use as 
possible of the supply. 


“It must be remembered,” says the 
circular, which is signed by Mr. Laurence J. 
Kettle, the City Electrical Engineer, “ that 
any unnecessary use of fuel, whether as fuel 
or electricity or gas, by drawing unduly on 
the common stock, deprives the poorer class 
of citizens, who have neither electricity nor 
gas, of their fair share of the fuel available. 

If thé Electricity Department is forced to 
curtail or stop its supply owing to the 
shortage or unsuitability of fuel, the results 
for the city. will be very serious. It 1s 
stated that about 10,000 men would be thrown 
out of employment. The food supply would 
be virtually cut off by the shutting down of 
the bakeries, and the Port of Dublin and the 
railway Companies would have their activities 
very seriously curtailed. aa 

“Tt is hoped that things will not come to 
this pass,” adds the circular, “but unless 
you assist us this will inevitably happen, as 
it is now quite impossible to obtain suitable 
fuel for our plant.’’ ;

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INQUEST ON DUBLIN MAN.
